FOREIGN ECHOES. 

An Underground Railway in Paris— 
Mormon Missionaries in Calcutta — 
Wine from Raisins—Publi In- 
struction in Italy, &c., &. 


After twelve years agitation, ® concession 
has been signed for an underground railway 
in Paris, 

There have recently been two trialeof the 

navigability of the caval from St, Peters- 
burg to the sea, which is to be formally 
Opened by the empercr before long. 
The original Eddystone lighthouse —the 
work of Smeaton—has been erected on 
the Hoe, at Plymoutb, and a formal open- 
toy of it by Trinity house cflicials recently 
took place, 

The fund being raised in Kogland fora 
memorial to the late Dr, Pasey now 
amounts to over $151,5(0. Canon Liddon 
has recently put his name down for a second 
donation of $2,500, 

A party of Mormon miesionaries has late- 
iy arrived in Calcutta, The leader is an 
Ahi Englishman, who has spent _many 
years in Usah, and one of his companions is 
a son of the notorious Orson Pratt. This is 
not the first occasion on which efforts have 
been made to obtain converts to the Mor- 

mon faith in that city. . 

Impecunious noblemen and gentry in 
England find disposing their ancestral 
libraries the most convienient way of raising 
money, The example of the dakes of 
Marlborough and Hamilton is to be follow- 
ed by Sir John Thorold, who in Dacember 
proposes to bring to the hammer the 
valuable library of Systcn hall, in Lincoln: 
shire, 


An idea of the consumption of ice in Ger- 
many may be formed from the fact that in 
Stettin alone, since the beginning of the 
year, upwards of fifty thousand tons of ice 
from Sweden and Norway were imported 
in 116 steamers and sailing vessels. From 
eleven marks a ton, the price has latterly 
risen to twenty-four marks, and is likely to 
go still higher, in consequence whereof the 
manufacture of artificial ice is attracting 

. much attention, 


The islands of Mawitius and Reunion, in 
the Indian Ocean, which are 115 miles 
apart, are to have telegraphic communica- 
tiou with each other by means of signals 
flashed from the mountain tops. The in 
stroment adopted for the purpose is the 
heliotrope, a small mirror which is used in 
trigonometrical surveying. The population 
of the two ilands is 400,000, and, as 
Mauritius is about being connected by cable 
witb all parts of Europe and Asia, the 
heliotrope will include Reunion in the sys- 
tem, The sun telegraph, which has already 
been tested, will be useful in transmitting 
intelligence from one island t> the other of 
the approach of cyclones, which are com- 
mon and very destructive there, 


The nnmber of works sent in to the Royal 
academy this spring reached the enormous 
total of § 093 anincrease of 811 over last 
year, Of these only 761 were unreservedly 
accepted by the council 2116 being classed 
as doubtful, and 5,216 entirely rejected, 
In the end as many as | 856 works were ex- 
hibited, and of thess 1,656 were sent in by 
outtilers, the members of the academy 

asbeing represented by a evm total of only 

202 works, This total included 166 paint- 

ing, 23 pieces of sculpture, 9 architectural 

drawings, 4 engravings, as against 906 

paintings, 263 water color-drawings, 169 

ieces of sculpture, 135 architectural draw- 

angs, 47 miniatures and enamels, 58 crayon 
drawings, and 97 engravings, all from 
ithe hands of non-members of the Royal 
academy. 

One of the industries of thrifty France is 
the making of wine from raisins, which is 
carried on especially at Marseilles, Cette, 
Bordeaux, and Beroy, About seventy 
thousand tons of raisins are imported into 
France from the neighboring high countries 
and Syria, costing nearly $7,500,000. By 
softening into water, and the addition of 
sugar and alcohol, a harmless wine is pro- 
duced, of which no less than three million 
hectolitersare made, Another dodge is to 
treat the settlinge, the residuum of the 
native harvests of Spain, Portugal, Sicily, 
etc,, with sugar, alcohol, and water, and 
make frcm the compound what is called 
“second vat” wines. Thus France, in spite 
of phylloxcra, retains her position as 
the greatest wine-exporting country in the 
world, 

# An improved electric railway about 44 

miles long, and 39 inches gauge is now in 

operation between the cities of Frankfort 

and Offenbach, the time being atout 25 

minutes, The four dynamo-electric ma 

chines are driven by two steam engines of 

125 horae power each, In connection wirh 

the cables which conduct the current of 

electricity, a switch is provided to regulate 
and direct it, The conductors consist ot 
tubes slitted along their entire longth at the 
bottcm and insulated on poles like telegraph 
wires, Asmall cylinder slides or runs in 
the tubes. and from this a conductor con- 
neots the car and the dynsmo. The use of 
this conductor prevents interruptions and 
cut-outs, which are caused by frosts and 
moisture when the carriage runs on @ con- 
ductor, as in the Berlin: Lichterfelde Electric 

Railway, 

Great excitement was caused o few days 
ago on the Thames enbankment by the 
abana ofa porpoise up the river by men 
armed with rifles on board ao steam-tug. 
The porpoise was a large and lively speci 
men, and gave his pursuers some trouble, 
He was three times fired at near Weat- 
minster bridge, the last shot evidently 
taking effect, as he gave a tremendous leap 
ander one of the arches on the Lambeth 
side and then disappeared in deep water, 
theebb running down very rapidly at tke 
time. Only o day or two previous a por- 
poise was xeen beyond Chelsea bridge, and 
several have lately been seen within the 
mouth of theriver, A female porpoise, in 
fine condition, measuring four feet tix in- 
chee, weight fifty-six pounas, was caught 
the day before off Sufferance and Providence 
wharves, Belvedere road, by a lighterman, 
who succeeded in hooking it with his 
hitcher, 

Tho Russians are reducing their army ex- 
penditure by $4,500,000 per annum. Ao- 
corp iae to the Moscow Gazette, this econcmy 
is to be brought about by extending the 
time of service and decreasing the annual 
number of recroits, Instead of the 260,000 
recruits serviog respectively three years 
for infantry and four years for cavalry, it 
was decided at the last meeting of the ccm 
mission charged with the consideration of 
the subject: 1. To reduce the Caucasian re- 


giments and the whcle reserve forces ia 
times of peace #0 98 to diminish the stand- 
ing army by 100000 men, 2. To fix the 
period of service at five years for infantry and 
artillery and six years for cavalry. 3. To 
settle the annual contingent of recruits at 
190,000 men serving a period of from five to 
six years, and at 44,000 men serving for 
nine months, which will diminish the annual 
levy of recruits by 25000 mon. If the 
annual cost of a recroit, is pat at $45, this 
reduction will save more than $4.500,000 
per annum, 

The Italian government has recently pub- 
lished some figures on the subject of public 
instruction in Italy, The budget of public 
instrucuion has risen from 16 300,000 francs 
in 1871 to {30,400,000 franca im 1883; the 
number of schools from 21,358 in 1511 to 

2,510 in 1881 ; and the nomber of pupils in 
the samo period from 1,008,674 to 1,928,700. 
There are, moreover, 701 gymnasiums or 
secondary schools with 3,674 professors and 
41,124 scholers, and having a five years’ 
couree of study, Above the gymnasiums, 
agaid, are colleges to the number of 295, 
with 1,601 professors and 11,133 students, 
and a course of study lasting three years, 
In addition, thore are 383 technical echcols, 
with aa attendance of 22,120. Lately, the 
Royal universities, 18 in number, registered 
in 1881 10,592 students, the two most im- 
portant being those of Turin with 1.651 
studeuts, and Naples with 2,851 students, 
There have still to be alded 21 high schools 
indpendent universities, instructingal and 
together 1,948 scholars. 

This year's vintages ia France are likely 
to be of quite exceptional excellence. A 
good vintage, however, does not, uanfor- 
tunately, mean what it onco did, the 
ravages of phylloxera during the past six- 
teen years having #0 largely diminished the 
nunibor of vines, A few figures will show 
what havoc has been ma‘e by this scourage 
of French vinelands, Fourteen years ago 
there were 2 400,000 hectares of vineyards, 
and now there are scarcely 1,000,000 ander 
cultivation, The production has fallen 
within the same period from 72 000,000 to 
30,000.000 of hectolitres, Not cnly has ex- 
portation become immensly reduced, bat 
importation has to be resorted to for the 
supply of this country, Within only the 
last four years wines have been brought into 
the country from Spain, Italy, snd Greece 
to the value «f 1,000,000 francs. Of the 
1,500,000 hec ares devastated, not more 
than 2),000 hectares have as yet be replant- 
ed‘ which is not to be wondered at, con- 
sidering that it costs as much to replant as 
the soil itself is worth, 


A Human Skye Terrier, 


The passenger who attracted the most 
attention during the voyage of the City ot 
Chicago from Liverpool to New York was 
Theodore Jo Jo, a boy of 16, whose face re- 
rembles that of a Skye terrier, His face is 
covered with a long waivy mass of silken 
hair, which in color is between light red and 
silver gray. It hangs upon his brow down 
to his eyes, parting in the centre and waiy- 
ing off to either side like that of a fancy 
terrier. It droops from his chesks in long 
wavy locks, grows from the nostrils, snd 
hangs from both ears, The length of this 
luxuriant growth of hair varies from two to 
four inches, and it is so thick that the skin 
beneath is visible only in scattered spots. 
The eyes of this dog-faced boy also resemble 
very clisely those of a terrier, They are 
sligatly bluish in color, almost perfectly 
round, and the whites are visible entirely 
around the pupils. His mouth is furnished 
with only the two canine teeth above and 
two incisors below, and all four are thin and 
sharp, resembling miniature tusks rather 
thaa human teeth, The entire body is 
covered with a growth of thin, light hair, 
but the thick heavy locks are found only on 
the face. Hespeaks Russian and German 
tolerably well, and a few words of English 
and took great pride in showing that h 
could write his name by signing it \to th 
back of his pic! ures in large, flowing charac 
ters. Tho dog-faced boy was captured in 
the forests of Kostroma, in the center of 
Russia, about eleven years ago, with his 
father, who is described as a wild man, with 
the same peculiar face which the boy now 
possesses, JoJo was then little more than 
a baby, and his face was comparatively hair- 
leas, The father was exhibed all over 
Europe until three yeara ago, when he died,

posts an octopus five feet from tip to tip, 
and to the query “‘What are you going to do 
with him?” answered ; ‘*Me eat him,” and in 
fact with them the flesh is esteemed a great 
delicacy, although when alive the animal is 
an object of terror. The flesh when boiled 
is perfectly white, and tastes something like 
cods’ tongues, but while eating it the re- 
collection of -what the dainty was when 
alive takes away all enjoyment. It is not 
such a harmlessamusement this fishing for 
devil-fish, and one which everybody would 
choose for an afternoon sport, There is only 
one really skilful fisher in town, a mission 
boy. who fearlessly wades into the water 
near their haunts, and, seeing the animal, 
tears him from the rock, Of course his sa- 
tanic majesty resents the intrusion upon his 
rights and retaliates by winding one or 
more arms around the limbs of the boy, but 
with a quick and Poe motion the In- 
dian tears them off with a noise resembling 
the ripping of heavy cotton cloth, at the 
same time slitting open the sack of the ani- 
mal, It is adangerous proceeding, and one 
which makes the beholder cringe to see the 
soft slimy arm of the cotopus winding itself 
around and gradually taking hold with its 
innumerable suckers, surely and gradually 
drawing its victim down, Only on one oc- 
casion, historically speaking, has one of 
these creatures been found of sufficient size 
to attack a canoe and one Indian was the 
only survivor,

FALLING A MILE, 


A Startling Adventure in a Balloon— 
Dropping Like a Shot From the 
Clouds to the Earth. 


Monday a startling ¢xperience of Meners, 
Gaston Tissandier and Friederick Gower, 
husband of Nordica, the American prima 
donna, showed that the practical dan, ers of 
ballooning are still far from being sarmount- 
ed, however well actual disasters may be 
avoided by coolness and skill. These two 
gentlemen ascended from the Tissandier 
establishment at Auteuil about 1 o’clook, to 
continue a series of scientific experiments 
upon certain theoriesadvanced by M, Gower, 
They sailed slowly past Paris to the south- 
east at a height of about 1,500 feet, and dis- 
appeared in the direction of Vincennes, In 
answer tothe inqniry of a Morning News 
representative M. Gower relates what befell 
the voyagers afterwards, 

‘*We were ata height of six thonsand 
feet above the village of Fontenay. A fete 
was going on there, and the faint esho of 
drums, mingled with the cries of children 
and the sarking of dogs, just reached our 
eais amid the awful silence of the heavens, 
We were among the clouds of the lower 
heavens, We were among the clouds of the 
lower stratum, and had before our eyes the 
magnificent spectacle of their formation, 
The forces of nature moved them to and fro 
in a kind of sullen majesty, now piling them 
into a mountain just above our heads, and, 
then, as the mass toppled to its fall, dirpers- 
ing it suddenly, os by a blow from the 
hammer of some invisible Titan, making 


rifts through which we saw the fair, green | 


lands, and quickly closing them, as the 
vaporous monster rolled into fresh combina- 
tions. It was the icner temple of creative 
power, perhaps the greatest sight reveale1 
to human eyes, and we etood entranoed on 
silent ¢dmiration, 

“Snaddenly we felt a breath of cold and 
biting air, as though the world kai revolved 
beneath us and broaght us over the pole, 
At the same moment the noedle upon a ver- 
ticle scale (from which I had been reading 
indications of level) began to travel with a 
startling speed, A sound like the roar of 
surf filled our ears for an instant and then 
gave place to the nolse of the fete, which 
had now swelled into 4 cry, as it seemed, 
from every living thing below. Tissandier 
threw out sand, and the sand flew up in our 
faces.

‘‘Down we went; the drag-rope touched 
the ¢arth—trailed across the fields, with 
scarcely perceptitls difference in our fall, 
The ground seemed alive with men hurrying 
from every side, with here and there a 
horseman among them. A meadow was jos? 
benath, and a quick glance beyond showed 
the edge ofa forest, The balloon trembled 
as froma b'ow, and our speed across the 
field was suddenly doubled, We had fallen 
into a equall, 

“**Cat away,’ said the steady voice of the 
aeronaut, and the anchor fell. Over went 
a bag of ballast, too, and, thus suddenly 
lightening by thirty pounds, the balloon re- 
gained its poise at fifty feet above the 
ground, and our fall of a mile through the 
air was safely ended, 

“ Never was sound ae more quickly 
followed by practical illustration, Less 
than an hour before Tissandier had been 
dwelling on the need of reserving ballast as 
a precaution, ‘There are in the air,’ said 
he, ‘occasional rarefactions into which a 
balloon can fall without the slightest 
warning. When you are near the gronnd it 
does not much matter, Bat no prudent 
aeronant ata height ef a thousand meters or 
more will allow his ballast to become even 
nearily exhausted.’ And this was precisely 
what our own casu showed so shortly atter- 
ward, We encountered a partial vacuum, 
a veritable pit in the air, where the lifted 
power of gas suddenly fell to almost nothing. 
Air was, of course, on the way from some 
area of a greater density to restore the 
normal pressure, and of this we had ample 
evidence upon reaching the ground, The 
anchor struck the soft earth in the most 
favourable position, buried half its 
flukes in the soil, and was snatched out 
with scarcely an effort by the flying car. 
Again and again the heavy iron bounded 
fifty feet into the air, and it was only when 
a score of stout laborers had laid hold of the 
drag-rope (at cost of afew tumbles), that 
the gambols of our playful monster were 
braught to an end, Aud then Tissandier, 
while obliging hands folded and packed the 
balloon, produced a notebook and his map, 
and calmly completed his record of the ex- 
cureion.”—[Paris News.

Dear Six,—In my last letter, I referred 
tothe Ojbwa Indians, and endeavored to 
trace them from the Atlantic until they set- 
tled at Lapointe, Lake Superior, where they 
were you by the whites, who visited them 
not as friends, but in the attitude of an in- 
vading tribe, 
enemies, whom they denominate Nodowa 
or Iroquois, Odngameeg, or Foxes, Aboinug, 
or Siowx, and Omame They date with 
certainty their first acquaintance with the 
nine generations ago, and for a long time 
before this Moningwunakaun (Lapointe) 
had formed their central town. Many of the 
chiefs, aud old men firmly believe that this 
is the spot in which their ancestors have liy 
ed since ‘the world was new.” If is only | 
hy their numerous fable-like traditions that | 


they can be traced as coming from the cust, | AT 


prior to their residence on the Island of La 

pointe. From their traditions it is evident 

that they once were familiar with the great | 

salt ocean, and that they once lived on a 

yreat river,—agein on a great lake, where | 

they exterminated a powerful tribe they 
cull the Mundan; at last we find them on 

Lake Superior, from which place they have | 

still pressed westward, for the past 250 

yeurs, till they oceupied all the country 

about the head waters of the Mississippi, | 
with the vast prairies to the west, and the 
dense forests of America to the east. Judg- 
ing from the progress they have been mak- 
ing for 250 years, it must have taken eight 
ornine hundred years for this tribe, from 
the time they left the Atlantic, to assume 
their local poisition on this Continent, | 

However, it is quite possible that they 
may have been driven west from the At 
lantic by more powerful tribes with much | 
more celerity than they have adyanced | 
since they reached Lake Superior, I have 
been informed by those who are familiar 
with Schoolerafts History, that for a lony 
lime prior to their acquaintance with the 
white man, the Ojibwa brauch of the Al- 
yonquin stock, of the aboriginal race of 
-\merica, had been living on Lake Superior ; 
their principal town was on the Island of 
Mo-ning-wun-a-kan-ing, and covered a space 
of ground more than three miles in length, 
and two miles wide, judging from tlie 
vestiges still plAinly visible—especially to 
be yin the small growth of trees now 
covering the spot, compared to trees grow- 
ing on other parts of the Island; and also 
in deep beaten paths, that a few years since | 
were still visible in different parts of the 
Island. Besides the main body on the is- | 
land, bands lived on ditlerent points of the | 
lake shore, atthe bays of Shag-wauin-e kong, | 
Kek-e-wa-on-wun, Ka-puk-wa-e-ka, and 
other places; bat it was with fear and 
trembling, for in those days the Ojibwas 
had many enemies that sought to extermi- 
nate them. They lived chiefly by hunting 
and fishing, although some of the bands ! 
practised the arts ot agriculture, and raised 
large quanties of corn aud potatoes. The 
forests on the main land opposite their yil- 
lige abounded in moose, deer, elk, bear, and 
the butlalo roved in he within half a 
day’s journey from the lake shore. Every 
Stream that flowed into the lake abounded 
in otter, beaver, and muskrat. The waters 
of the lake also afforded them fish of many 
kinds: trout, sisquoet, whitefish, and stur- 
xeon are still taken in large quantities by 
pic Indians, the sales of which farnish | 
‘em with many luxuries. The nets form- 
erly used, which were made of cedar and 
basswood bark, aud from the sinews of ani- 
mals have been replaced by the more mod- 
ern contrivances for tuking fish. 

The ribs of the moose and buffalo made 
material for their knives; a stone tied to 
the end of astick with which they broke 
sticks and branches, answered the purpose 
ofaiaxe; the thigh bone of a mu 
made their awls, clay their kettles, 
bows of wood, stone headed arrows, and | 
spear heads made of bone, many of which | 
may be still seen in the lodges of the chiefs 
and old men, formerly their implemeuts of

THE PANGS OF STARVATION, 
Horribzo Sufforings Causcd by o Laok of 
Food and Water, 


“When I look back to my own brief ex- 
perience and think of the poor fellows of 
the Groly expedition, and the long and 
weary months thoy suffered in the Arctic re- 
gions, I think the mantle of charity and for- 
getfulness should be thrown cvor their ac 
tion,” says Guorge W. Brower, an ex-cox- 
Swain of the navy, who bad been attached to 
tho ill-fated steamor Tallapoosa, Contina- 
ing, hesaid: “I was coxswain of one of the 
boatsof the Tallapoosa when she was at- 
tached to the gulf squadron, Ono evening 
when returning from a beat expedition we 
Were caught in a terrific squall and our boat 
was capsized near a small isiand. My crow 
managed to reach the shore, but our boat 
drifted away in the darkness, We lay down 
in the bushes and slept that night, and when 
morning broke we realized that we were on 
a desolate island, We explored the island, 
and fonnd on it only underbrush and trees, 
nothing in the shape of food and water, We 
had only to hops that we would son be 
rescued, The gale continued with violence, 
and we spent another night in our bed of 
bushes, 

“On the following morning we began to 
feel the pangs of hunger and thirst, and 
finding an old barrel on the beach we broke 
it up and used the staves to dig for water, 
which we found so brackish that we could 
not drink it.

THE SPARROW. 

The sparrow is doomed. The fulmina- 
tions of the congregated ornithologists did 
him no harm but aemore dangerous foe has 
appeared. Itis a writer who appeals to 
the appetites of the people. He writes to 
the New York Times to say that it “has 
heen discovered that as an article of food 
the English sparrow, when properly pre- 
pared, has scarcely an equal in its line. 
The taste is superior to that of the reed 
bird, The caterers are already offering 
high prices for sparrows plucked or un- 
plucked. The bird is said to combine 
great delicacy of taste with rare nutritive 
anaes: A breakfast of two sparrows af- 
ords the nourishment of two pounds of 
beef-steak.

HOW THE PRESIDENT I8 CHOSEN. 


The New York Herald suys: ‘Judging 
from the numerous comniunications we have 
received asking -for information? about: the 
system of ee resident of the United 
States, it will doubtless surprise a good 
many readers to learn that on Tueseday not 
a yote will be cast for Grover Cleveland or 
James G. Blaine or either of the other can- 
didates for the presidency, 

‘lechnically speaking the president is not 
elected by the people and the people do not 
vote directly for any presidential candidate, 
They cast their ballots for electors and these 
electors: choose a president and vice-presi- 
dent. 

In each state the number of electors is 
equal to the numberof senators and repre- 
sentatives which the state has in congress. 
In New York there are thirty-six electors. 
Each party has an electoral ticket with the 
names of these thirty-six electors printed 
on it. The electoral ticket which receives 
the greatest number of popular ballots in 
the state will be choson by the people, and 
electors named on it will be entitled to give 
their votes for the candidute whom they 
represent. 

The electors who are chosen will meetin 
each state on the first Wednesday in De- 
cember and cast their votes for a president 
and viee-president. As a matter of law 
they can then vote for whom they please. 
They are not legally bound to vote for Cleve- 
land or Blaine or any other person who was 
a candidate before the people. As a matter 
of honor and public trust they are expected 
to vote for the candidate whom they are 
pledged to support. 

Certificates of the vote cast by the elec- 
tors in each state are then made out and 
sent to Washington. hese certificates will 
be opened in the presence of the senate and 
house of representatives and counted on the 
second Wednesday in Feburary. ‘The total 
number of electoral yotes is four hundred 
and one. The candidate for president re- 
ceiving the majority of these—that is, two 
hundred and one—will be declared presi- 
dent. If no person has such majority, then 
the election goes into the house ot repre- 
sentatives, which is required to choose a 
Hire at from the persons (not exceeding 

hree) who have received the most electoral 
votes for president. In the house the vote 
is by states, each state having one vote.

THE CITY OF LONDON, 

_London, says an oxchange, is without a 
rival as regards size and population, not 
only in the present, but as tar as is known 
in the Rent history of the world. London, 
or the Metropolis, as defined by the Metro- | 
polis Management Act of 1855, contains 
at present nearly 4,000,000 people, covering 
an trea of 117 square miles, upon which are 
built 500,000 houses. Its population is | 
equal to that of the whole State of Holland, 
is greater than that of Scotland, and double 
that of Denmark. At the same rate of in- 
crease, by the end of the century it would 
equal that of Ireland, as indeed outer Lon- 
don now does, Its population has quadrupled 
since 1801, when it numbered 950,000; and 
is now increasing at the rate of 70,000 per 
annum, equivalent to the addition to Lon- 
don every year of a city as large as Geneva, 
or of Plymouth. The ratable value of pro- 
perty in England has grown from £6,000,000 
in 1841 to £28,000,000 at present, or nearly 
fivefold in 43 years. But the tratlic through 
London has risen even more rapidly. The 
arterial lines of thoroughfare, wide enough 
half a centnry ago, are now altogether in- 
sufficient. Thus, although the Strand and 
Cheapside have been relieved by the forma- 
tion of a new route between Charing Cross 
and the Bank, along the Victoria Embank- 
ment and Queen Victoria Street, and Hol- 
burn has been relieved by a new route from 
Oxford Street to Shoreditch, and new and 
widened streets continue to be made 
through the city and other crowded locali- 
ties, the old lines ef thoroughfare still re- 
main congested by the traffic. ‘There now 
pass over the Metropolitan bridges daily 
384,000 pedestrians and 75,000 vehicles, the 
annual increase being at the rate of 44 per 
cent. and 13 per cent. respectively. The 
traffic on the three Metropolitan railways 
has risen from 79,000,000 passengers in 1871 
to 136,000,000 in 1881, or to 373,000 daily. 


SAMUEL pe CHAMPLAIN. 

Samuel de Champlain was born in the 
small seaport of Bruage, on the Bay of Bis- 
cay in 1567. His early life was devoted to 
the sea, and he became a Captain in the 
Royal Navy, but the wars of the League 
turned his thoughts to martial exploits. He 
fought for Henry of Navarre in Brittany, 
and in consideration for his merits received 
apension from the King then crowned, 
Henry IV., who kepthim near his person at 
court. But court life was not to his taste ; 
he longed to pursue that career of adven- 
ture for which nature had fitted him. He 
obtained permission to go with the Spanish 
fleet to the West Indies, where he remained 
two years and a half, visiting the’ principal 
ports of the islands, the City of Mexico and 
the Isthmus of Panama. It was Champlain 
who first panoeiren or, at sll events, it 
roposed in a publication the project of a 
He av easial across the Isthmus, to which 
Dulicten pes bis countryman, is now giv- 
ing effect. On his return to France, 
Champlain spent some time at court, but 
when DeChastes in 1603 sent out 
‘an expedition: to found a colony on the 
St. Lawrence, Champlain accepted & post 
init,.and sailed for Canada in company 
with Pontgrave, who had made many voy- 
agesto ‘Tadousac and the St. Lawrence. 
Champlain ascended that great river as far 
as the.presentsite of Montreal, and vainly at- 
tempted to pass the rapids of the Sault Ste. 
Louis. He learned from the Indians that 
there were great lakes above, which made 
him allthe more eager to pursue his re- 
scarches farther. He found that the town 
of Hochelaga, where Cartier had been so 
hospitably received 68 years. before, had 
vanished, and the savage tribe which dwelt 
there had either perished or removed else- 
where. When he returned to France, 
Champlain found that DeChastes was dead, 
and that the patent had passed into the 
hands of Deniace, a Protestant gentleman 
attached to the King’s person. DeMonts 
resolved to made a settlement in Acadia, as 
the present provinces of New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia were then termed, and set 
sail with two vessels in the spring of 1604. 
Champlain accompanied this expedition, 
which was destined to found the first per- 
manent settlement made in Canada. After 
skirting along the Atlantic coast of Nova 
Scotia they entered the Bay of Fundy and 
anchored for some time in St. Mary’s Bay. 
While there, Aubry, a priest who had ac- 
companied the expedition, lost himself in 
the woods and was not found for seventeen 
days, long after he had been given updby his 
friends as dead. He had subsisted on the 
leaves of plants and some ground berries, 
which had survived the snows of winter 
and was nesrly famished, After visiting 
Annapolis Basin, which they named Port 
Royul, the Bay of Minas, and the river St. 
John, they resolyed to settle their colony on 
an isjand in the river St. Croix which separ- 
ates New Brunswick from Maine. This 
island is oblong in shape, 350 yards long, 
150 in extreme; breadth, and probably con- 
tuins ten acres of land. ts soil is sandy, it 
is without water, and a more unsuitable 
Jace for a settlement could hardly be chosen. 
{ere dwellings, storehouses and fortifications 
were erected, and here Champlain and his 
companions, 79 in all, spent the winter. 
Champlain before this had explored the 
coast farther west and sailed up the Penob- 
scot as far us Bangor, During the winter 
the little colony suffered many hardships, 
and were attacted by scurvy with such fatal 
effect that thirty-five of its number died 

before spring.

INTO THE JAWS OF DEATH. 


A Chargo that Amozed tho World Thirty 
Yoars Ago. 


Tt was thirty years ago, on the 25th of 
October, that the Earl,of Carcizan’s light 
brigade made the famous charge at Bala 
klava, nour S bastopol. Agentleman, who 
Was on tho staff of an English General, and 
who witnessed tho charge, gives this des. 
cription of it: 

“Oa Oot, 25, 1854, our eyes turned to the 
heights of Balaklava, on the possossion of 
which depended the very ex'stenco of the 
allied forces, On that day tho Russians 
made a desperate attack on our lines, to be 
as deeperately repulsed, Word was sent to 
heacquarters that the enemy, under cover 
of 4 Leavy fire from the forta, had left Sebas- 
topol in torce and was massing bimself #0 
as to threaten the tafety cf the heights. I 
Was at cnoe sent with an order for the cav- 

alry and horee artillery to move and be 
ready to assume the offensive. They had 
not to wait long. The Turkish lines were 

SWEPT AS BY A WHIRLWIND, 

and with our Mohammodan alliss the word 
was sauve qui peut, The heavy cavalry on 
the right and the light brigade on the left 
were adyanced, with the artilkry in the 
centre playing o game at long bowls, 
Meanwhile a Russian battery was ostenta- 
tiously moved forward, whose well-served 
guns promised to be emberrassing. 

“Lord Raglin, who did not know the full 
strencth of the foe, saw that this obstacle 
must be removed; but whether or not he 
also foresaw the necessity of first looking 
befere the leap was taken must be forever a 
mystery, The ccmmanders of the cavalry 
brigades, Lords Lucan and Cardigan, 
brothers-in-law, ketween whom no love was 
lost, were waiting the word to engage, Lord 
Lucan being the senior ¢fliver. ‘o them 
sped Capt, Nolan, a dashing hussar. Sal. 
uting the General, he said he bore an order 
—unwritten—from Lord Riglan that the 
battery must be silenced and the guns cap- 
tured.

Effect of Paper and Ink on Eyesight. 


The colors of paper and ink, says a writer 
in the Scientific Monthly, sre fur mcra ro- 
sponsible for defective eyesight than cross- 
lights fr.m opposite windows, light shining 
directly in the face, insufficient light, or 
emall type. If these were r moved the prin- 
cipal cause of the mischief would still re- 
main, the real root of the evil bejng the uni- 
versally used black ink and white paper. 
These, says the writer in question, are ruin- 
ing the eyesight of the reading nations. He 
prgues that the rays of the sun are refleoted 
by a white body, and absorbed by a black 
one, and that we print our newspapers and 
bocks in direct opposition to the plainest 
correct principles of optical science, A book 
(r newspaper as now printed baing read by 
us, the eyes do not see the letters, which, 
being black, are non-reflective the outlines 
of the impressions of the type reach the ro- 
tina, but they are not received by the spon- 
taneous, direct action of that organ. The 
white curface of the psper is reflected, but 
the letters are detected only by a descrim- 
inative effort of the optic nerves, This oon- 
stant labor irritates the nerves, and, when 
long continued, exhausts their suscep’ ibil- 
ity. As proofs, the writer cites the well- 
known fact that the haman eye cannot long 
eus‘ain the glare of a white surface without 
injary. The sun'ight reflected from fields 
of snow; unrelieved by the colora of other 
objects, cr frcm the white tands of the de- 
xert, is, the world over, productive of oph- 
thalmia, 

In accordance with this argument; if col- 
cred paper were substituted for white the 
eyos of all reading people would at once be 
relieved ofablinding strain—a continuous 
effort bound to result in p(rmanent weaken- 
ing of the eyes, Nature and science, says 
the writer above quoted, tell us that the 
color of all printing pant should be green, 
Green grass covers the ground green leaves 
areonthetrees and green is the color most 
grateful to the oye. 

Green newspapers would be a novelty, 
but in time we should grow accustomed to 
tint: green school books would please the 
children: but green grounds would sadly 
mar the high art engravings for which a num 
ber of American magazines have become 
noted, And, if our scientific friend is cor 
rect in his conclusioas, green paper would 
sadly cripple the trade 1D, eye-glasses and 
spectacles,

Famous Grubbors of Gold and 
Woalth thoy Hid. 


There is every reason to believe that the 
hoards of money and valuab»s one often 
reads of as having been discovered by work- 
men while engaged in pulling down old 
houses have been saoraten by misera; the 
result is that, in many cases, property thus 
found is taken possession of by peraoos 
whom the miscrs never intenled to benefit 
peanely nels heirs-at-law and next of 

in, 

It is pretty certain that misera of both 
acxes existed years ago, as they do in our 
own day, and the following notes concern- 
mg tome notable examples of this class of 
monomaniaca may not bs un‘nteresting. Of 
those who made ita rule of their lives to 
“gather gear by every wile,” the case of M, 
Osterwald, who died at Paris in 1791, is ra 
markable, as shewing thatthe richest min 
ina city may alto be the most mieerable 
one, He was the son of a poor ministor, 
and began life «3 a clerk ina banking-house 
at Hamburg, where he acquired a small 
sum, which he augmensed vy his specula- 
tions in business ani his econmicil mode of 
living ; he afterwards came to Paris, where 
he accumulated his enormous fortune. He 
was a bachelor—the expenses of a w fe and 
children bemg incompatible with his frugal 
mode of living. He had fcr a sorvent a 
poor wretch, whom he never permitted to 
enter his apartment ; he had always promis- 
ed that at his death he should be baadsome- 
ly recompensed, snd accordingly he left 
him a pittance of six months’ wages and a 
suit of clothes, but, as heexpressly stated, 
“not the mcst new.” A few days before 
his death some of his acquaintances, who 
saw that he was reduced to the last ex- 
tremity by want of nourishment, proposed 
to him to have some soup. ‘*Yes, yes,” he 
replied, “it is easy to talk of soup—but 
what is to become of the meat?” aus died 
one who was reported to be the richest min 
in Paris, mora from want of care and pro- 
per novrishment than diseas>, Hoe is stat- 
ed to have left to his relations, whom he 
had probably nevcr seen, the aum of 
£3 000,000. Under his bolster was found 
800 000 in paper mney. 

Tne neighborhood where Mary Luchorne 
died seems to be still famous for its misers, 
In 1877 there died at Woolwich, England, a 
Mr. John Clarke, aged 86. He is described 
as boing a@ man of education, but a very 
singulsr character; although repated as 
immensely wea'thy, he was very miserly in 
his habits, and lived to the last in a squalid 
hovel in the poorest part of Woolwich ; the 
greater portion of his life was spant in the 
accumuiation of books, of which he left a 
large store. It was reported that the front 
shutters of his house had not been open for 
over thirty years ; he never took a regular 
meal, por did he know the tastes of wines or 
spirits. Yet, notwithstanding that he 
lived in such 4 den and suffered such priva- 
tions, he reached an octogenarian age, and 
died wrth $200,000 or thereabouts, 

An instance of miserly habits in the great 
and noble is to be found in the case of that 
renown2d captain, the Dake of Marlborough 
of whom it is chronicled that, when in the 
last stage of lite and very infirm, he would 
walk from the public room ia Bath, to his 
lodgings on a cold, dark night, to eave six- 
pence jn chair hire, Hedied worth $7,500,- 
000, 

it is recorded of Sir James Lowther that, 
after chang ng a piece of silver in George's 
coffee house, and paying twepence for his 
dish of coffee, he was helped into his 
chariot (he was then very lame and infirm) 
and went home, Some time after he rs* 
turned t> the same coffse house cn purpose 
to acquaint the woman who kept it that she 
had giv.n hima bad half psnny, and de- 
manded another in exchange for it, Sir 
James is stated to have then had about 
$200,000 per annum coming in, and was ata 
loss whom to sppoin’ his neir. 

Sr Thonias Colby, an official bigh in 
office, shordoned his existei.coe by his‘passion 
for this world’s goods, as appeara by the 
following anecdote; ‘Ha rose in the middle 
of the night, when he was in a very profuse 

erapiration aad walked down stairs to 
ee for the key of the cellar, which he had 
inadvertently lei¢ ona table in the parlor; 
he was apprehensive that his servants might 
seize the key and rob him of a bottle of 
port wine, instead of which he bimself was 
seized with a chill and died intestate, leay- 
ing over $1°000,000 in the funds, which was 
shared by five or six day laborers, who 
were his next of kin,” Marvelous good 
luck for his poor relations | 

At Northfield, England, there diel in 
1772 a Mr- Page, dealer in limestones and 
gunflints, by which occupation, and by o 
most penurious way of living, he had ao- 
cumulated a tortune of some $60.000, He 
lived alone in a large houte for several 
years, no one coming near him but an old 
woman in the viliage who once a day went 
to make his bed, His death was occasioned 
by his runo ng a knife into the palm of his 
hand while opening an oyster, 

Some years since a oh:ffonnier (or rag and 
refuse gatherer) died intestate in France, 
having literally “scraped ” together 400 000 
francs, the whole of which went to the heu- 
at-law.

A GoodjPotato. 


When cut into, the colour of a gcod pota- 
te, eays the Jrish Farmers’ Gazette, should 
be yellowish white ; if itbe a deep yellow, 
it will not co.k well. There must be a con- 
siderable amount of moisture, though not 
enough to co)lect in drops and fall cff, even 
with moderate pressure. Rub the pieces to- 
gether, and ifthe potato is good, a froth 
will appear arcund the edges and a’so upon 
the two surfaces after they are separaved. 
This signifies the prcoenne of a proper quan- 
tity of starch—the more fro.h the more 
starch, and consequentiy the better the 
potato ; while the less there is, the poorer it 
will ccok. The quantity of the staroby ele 
ment may also be judged by the more or 
less ready adherance of the two parts, If 
the adherance be sufficient for one piece to 
held the otker up, that fact is evidence of a 
geod article, These are the experimente 
poly made by experts when buying pota- 

s , and are the best tests that can 123 giv- 
en short of boiling ; but even they are by no 
means infallible, 


Wheat ESowing. 


The practice of sowing whcat after the corn 
is, for the Northern farmer, a striking fea- 
ture in Southern farm management, and 
might in some irstances, be adopted also in 
Northern sections to good advantage, Early 
im September, when the corn has come to 
maturity,. three or four rows, in intervals at 
about sixty feet, arecut down. The open 
spaces are then thoroughly barrowed and 
sown to wheat with the drill, Afterwards 
tho corn is all out and placed in shocks on 
these seeded strips, when the rest of the 
field is ready for herrow and drill, If the 
soil is bard or baked, the harrow is often 
weighed down with a short piece of timber 
or semall leg, for the purpose of making a 
smooth and mellow seed bed. 

For ages wheat and all small grain baa been 
sown brcadcast, thus precluding the posel- 
bility of cultivation, and this practice still 
Prevails. For many years, however, drill- 
wheat has been practised cn the better 
mavaged farms uf America and Europe, and 
sn implement made specially for planting 
the grain in drills, a few inches apart, is now 
considered as an ersential article for the 
grain planter to own, 

Experience has shown that the use of the 
drill is advantageous, It distributes the 
seed with great regulerity, thick or thin, as 
may be preferred ; the growth of the crop is 
made more uniform; more sunlight and 
heat goes to the roots of the wheat, and the 
yield 1s generally more and of better quality, 
than is the case with wheat own broadcast. 
Jo «cme instances the advantages are very 
striking; in others, not so manifest ; but 
altogether it is found to be a great improve- 
menton the cld custom of seeding broad- 
east. There is every reason therefore to 
Practise it, 


Ensilage Without a Silo. 


Rosiling without a silo—that is, stacking 
arcen stuff in theopen air—hes been prac: 
tised by M. Cormouls:Houiecs in France, 
The open air silo was constructed in May in 
a shed by building a etack of 30 carloads of 
ry©, trefoil, lucerne, and other grasses, No 
difference was visivle, whether the stacking 
cooured in wet or dry weather, As to the 
stcok which consumed the products, 60 cat- 
tle were fed indifferently on ensilage from 
the shed and from the pits, and were turned 
into the fielos for exercise alone, M. Cor- 
mouls Houles insists upon the neceesity of 
the grasses and the other products being 
stacked while freshly ‘ont. His workmen, 
during his absence, placed in the middle of 
the stack four or five oartloads of hay cut 
four days proviously, and the result wan o 
horizoutal section of mould right acrosa the 
stack exactly where the partiaily dried mat- 
tor had beep placed, He is trying muizo, 
subjecting it to the same treatmint, 


take it with them, The grave was opened 
aod the remains taken out, but they were 
notin shape for shipment, anc were re- 
buried, Sexton Medlock, atthe request of 
the mandarins, took from the carket at 
that time o hand mirro-, an empty wallet, 
and about 80 cents in money, which had 
been buried with the corpse.

Tea was made in a curious little 
Chineee caddy, and a number of oups poared 
out and placad onthe ground, Then, after 
more bowiog and scraping. several packages 
of cigar.ttes Were strewed over the grave, 
and innumerable sticks of inocnso lighted. 
More incantations by the “joss” man fol- 
lowed, and when the mourners had bowed 
themselves tired the casket was opened and 
the remains shovelled out, The bones which 
were free from flesh, snd perfectly dry, were 
rolled up in a picoe of coarce sheeting and 
sewed vp, after which they were placed in 
the valis. While Medlock was busy pack- 
ing Caing’s rema‘ns for shipment twoo! the 
Chiramen jumped into the grave and pywed 
over the earth at the bottem with their fia- 
gures in order to make sure that nothing 
belonged to the deceased’s anatomy was 
left behind.

DREADFUL MURDER IN RUSSIA, 


Six People Crnelly Butchered—The Mur- 


derers Escape. 
The Novoe Vremya publishes scme details 


ofa frightful trageoy recently commit-d in 
the parish of Balakovo, on the left bank of 
the Volga, and in the government of Sara- 
toff. The victims are six in number—viz., a 


merchant’s widow named Krasillnikoff, ber 
two children, a seamstress, & man-servant, 
anda coachman, The murderous band was 
apparently acting upon a full knowl 
edge of the houee and personnel of the fami- 
ly, The third youngest child, which usual- 
ly slept with the seamstress, was given by 
the latter on the evening of the murder to 
the cook, whoslept ia the kitchen, The 
cook and this child, an infant at the breast, 
were the only two of the honeehold who es- 
caped the premeditate! general butchery, 
All the members of the household were 
asleep when the robbers and astassins rcaled 
the courtyard wall, With en evident fore- 
knowledge of the place, they proceeded to 
the coach-house, where the coachman was 
sleeping. ‘The latter appears to have made 
a derporate resistance, but was ultimately 
dispatched, The murderers then ascended 
to the roof of the house and sntered by a 
skylight. Mme, Krasillnikoff, the two el- 
der children, and the seamstress slept in 
separate rooms on the upper story, and were 
murdered simultaneously. In the case of 
tho seamstress a bill-hook or chopper ap 
pears to have beon the weapon used. Tne 
man servant, who slept on the ground floor, 
and the cook with the child in the kitchen 
were awakened by the cries above, The 
cook, with the infant in her arms, rushed 
out to arouse the coachman, but only to 
find his mangled corpse, and, being too terri 
fied cither to return to the house or to fly 
to the village, she concealed herself, and 
managed to stil! the cries of the infant, The 
man-servant, immediately following the 
cook's flight from the house, was cut down 
on the threshold, Tbe murderors then made 
4 search for tho mirsing cook and obild, but 
failed to discoved the place of their conceal 
ment. After pillaging the house the mur- 
derers locked the door and left, The terri- 
fied cook raised on alarm, and messengers 
Were dispatched to the police, who ouly ar- 
rived Jate the following forenoon, when, ol 
course, the murderers had made good their

TRANSVAAL GOLD, 
Another Addition to the Woalth of South 
Africa—Rich Quartz Discovorios. 


For months past the late discoverios of 
gold in the Transvaal republic have been 
the principal topic of conversation through- 
out South Africa. and a large nnmber of 
poopie have thrown ap employment in the 
colony ond Natal to proceed to the now EI 
Dorado at Moodie’s. As ® great many Am- 
ericans are now coming out tor these flolde, 
it may be interesting to your roadera to 
know whore they are situated, and what 
the surrounding country is like, Moodie's 
holding, upon whioh the reef oalled after 
him is vituated, is ertimated to Se 170 miles 
west by south from tho Portuguese town of 
Delagoa Bay, and about tho same distance 
northeast of Pretoria, a town of rome impor- 
tanco, containing about o couple of thousand 
inbabitants. Batthe actual distances aro 
n't known, for there aro so Many roads that 
few parties travel by the same ronte, and 
for the last twenty miles or #0 there are no 
roads at all, and from tho nature of the 
country but little porsibility of making any. 
There are two main over'and routes to 
Mocdie’s ond the fiol’s farther north from 
Natal and the Cape Colony—one, the post- 
cart route, through Potchefstroom, Pretoria, 
and Middleburg, the other through Utrocht 
and New Scotland. The latter is the short- 
route, but it is unsafe at present owing te 
the unscttled condition of the natives, 
There is also a route by sow from Durban 
(Natal) to Delagoa bay, and thence over- 
land, This isthe quickest way of getting 
to Moodie’s, but the chances aro that you 
carry your death-warrant with you in the 
shape of the deadly coast fever, 

he road from Dolagoa bay is only safe 
during the months of Jane, Jaly and Au- 
gust, when the weather is cool and but lit 
tle rain fails, The country near the coata 
is a succession of huge swamps, where the 
wagons sink up to their axles, and two, 
sometimes three, teams, of sixteen oxen 

each, have to be inspanned to get the blun- 
dering, unwielding vehiolee thrcugh, Se 
veral large rivers have to be forded, and 
here accidents are more the rule than the 
exception, One river, the Crocodile, is apt- 
lynamed, A few weeks ago the sub-editor 
of one of the Darban papers, when crossing 
it, suddenly disappeared. It was subse- 
quently discovered that he—or at least a 
considerable portion of him—had taken an 
involuntary berth inside a crocodile, which 
officiated as a rifle target shortly afterward. 
When the lower country is passed the tra- 
veller has to make his way as best he can 
over a range of lofty hills, The track here 
is incumbered with immense boulders, many 
of which are as bigs an ordinary tbree- 
story honse, Wagens generally break down 
on this section of the journey if they have 
not come to grief H aby erin and many par- 
ties have to abandon their wagons here and 
go to camp on foot, taking what goods and 
baggage they can carry on their mules and 
oxen. Horses and oxen will not live any 
length of time in this part of the country, 
and the only hops to get them through is to 

ash forward as fast as possible. Males 
fare somewhat better, but the donkey is 
the beast of burden for work in the Croco- 
dile and Koopriver country. He is sure- 
footed, will live on serub-brush if he can 
get it, ond thrive on rocks when he can get 
nothing else, and thebite of the d ed 
tsetse fly scarcely appears to incommode him 
at all, while to oxen and horses itis corta’n 
death, 

Meny travelers have as:erted that this 
urpleasant little insect does not extend its 
dental preclivities to the human species. 
Those travelers either wilfully lied—and 
being peracnally acquainted with the major- 
ity of them I my safely ray that their cap- 
abilities for the economization of trath rank 
little, if at all, below those of the average 
Cretan—or they must have been physically 
prchydermatous, Ido notpretendto be a 
great Afcican traveller, though I have me- 
andered over a covsiderable extent of the 
country. [ have shot at an elephant, but I 
missed him, which, considering that my 
oaly weapon wasa Winchester rifle of the 
old rim-tire, pop-gun make, was probably 
quite as well for me as it was for the ele- 
phant; and I once wounded a buffalo, which 
rurned ont to be a black bullock, and which 
I did not go after for prudential reasons that 
may easily be ccmprebended by the olaes of 
sportemen to which, Ifear, I belong. But 
I bave been bitten by teetse fly, and I re- 
mem ¢red that bite for some considerable 
tm» subsequently, It is only, however, 
during the eight or nine hot months of the 
year that these p-sts are really troublesome 
to man or dangerous to cattle, and, once 
the high bush belt between the swamps and 
the very high country is passed, one need 
be under no apprehensions of loss or incon- 
venience from this pest. 

This fly, however is not the only object- 
tionable specimen of the animal kingdom 
with which the gold miner is likely to make 
acquaintance on hisrosd to the Transvaal 
fields. Soakes are plentiful, and most of 
them are exceedingly venomous, and there 
sro enough tarantula, centipedes, and scor- 
pions to furnish on unpleasantly liberal al- 
lowauce to countries where these horrors 
are not included in the census, The climate, 
however, in the high country about Moodio’s 
is probably one of the grandest in creation, 
In the winter months it is bright, bracing, 
but always dry, and sometimes exceedingly 
cold, Inthe summer the heat during the 
éaytime is enough to melt & salamander, but 
it is a dry hea;, and therefore nothing like 
sotryingas the continual summer vapor- 
bath on the coast, There is water in abun- 
dance, but it has to be led some distance for 
mining operations, Wood is not over plen- 
tifal, but there is coalin the neighborhood 
of the mines, and this will be the tue! of the 
future, At prosent most of the diggors 
have to becontent to use cow-dung—and 
excellent fael it makes, too—though the 
aroma it produces in burning is not exactly 
the sort of thing that Eugene Rimmel mikes 
his dollars out of. Lafe 18 necessarily of the 
roughest; but the life of the pioneer miners 
genorally belong to this category, Most 
things can be had by paying for them, bat 
the prices are, ia some cases, such us no 
sensible man would think of giving. How-

TO CURE ROUND SHOULDERS. 

First, suspend two ropes with ring han- 
dles from a doorway, and swing by the 
arms three minutes at a time three times a 
day. This will cure round shoulders with- 
in three months, says the Philadelphia Call, 
Second, remove both bolster and pillow from 
their usual place under the head when one 
is sleeping, and have one or both placed un- 
der the shoulder blades. This brings the 
head a little below the level of the dorsal 
monicn and curves the spine in direct rever- 
sal to the curves of the round shoulders, 
and as during sleep relaxation of the spine 
ensues, the posterior spinal muscles are per- 
mitted to recover some of the contractibility 
they lose during the day if supports be not 
worn. During the day let the putient re- 
cline upon the front of the body, lying at 
full length, as children do, and resting on 
the elbows, ‘This favorite position with the 
children should be enconragéd;, and if 
steadily practiced, it is a sure prevention 
of deformity, This position is one of the 
greatest helps to symmetri¢al development 
in children.

SAMUEL pe CHAMPLAIN, 
(CONTINUED, ) 

June was well advanced before Pontgrave 
returned from France with supplies for the 
colony. Immediately after his arrival, De- 
Monts and Champlain set out to explore the 
coast to the westward to find a more suitable 
place for their settlement. They went as 
far as Cape Cod, but finding no place adapt- 
ed to their purposes returned to remove 
their colony to Port Royal. This was done 
in August 1605. The place selected was on 
the northern side of the Basin, where they 
built a small fort flanked by two bastions, 
and erected storehouses and dwellings for 
the colonists, That winter Pontgrave, 
Champlain and forty-three others remained 
in Acadia, ‘The winter was milder then the 
previous one, but twelve deaths took place 
from scurvy, and five others barely escaped 
with their lives, In March, Pontgrave and 
Champlain embarked for a voyage to the 
southward, but were obliged to put into 
Grand Manaan, and during the night so se- 
vere a storm came on that the anchor broke 
away, and they were driven ashore on 
Wood Island, The fury of the waves car- 
ried their little vessel clear over the rocks, 
and onthe sandy beach peyond, a place of 
comparative safety, Perhaps some lucky 
fisherman may yet bring up the lost anchor 
of Champlain’s little barque. Champlain 
and his companions were obliged to return 
to Port Royal, and when the craft was re- 
paired and they again essuyed to resume 
their voyage, a still greater misfortune be- 
fell them. ‘They were driven ashore on the 
eastern side of Dighy Gut, and their vessel 
dashed to pieces. Champlain says that they 
deemed themselves fortunate in escaping 
with their lives, During that summer the 
colony was reinforced by fresh arrivals, 
among whom was Poutrincourt. They ex- 


plored as far as Cape Cod and beyond, but 
their expedition proved altogether unfortun- 
ate; they got into collision with the natives, 
lost several men, and were more than once 
in danger of shipwreck, That winter was 
spent more agreeably than the former ones 
and only four of the colonists died, This 
was Champlain's last winter in Acadia; for 
during the eummer of 1607 the Port Koyal 
colony was abandoned and he returned to 
France, 

In the spring of 1603 Champlain was again 
on his way to America in command of a shi 
sent out by DeMonts, which he had visite 
five years before. Early in July they landed 
at the site of the present city of Quebec and 
there commenced the erection of buildings 
and a small fort. Even at this early stage 
of its history Champlain’s little colony was 
threatened with disaster. A locksmith 
named Dayal, who had been with him in 
Acadia, conspired against him and induced 
four or five others to agree to his plans, 
which were to assassinate Champlain, pillage 
the stores and take refuge in Spain with the 
booty, Fortunately, one of the conspirators 
became conscience strcken and revealed the 
plot, which was thus frustrated. Duval was 

anged, three of his companions sent to 
France to the galleys, and thus the danger 
passed away. It will be seen from this inr- 
cident that Champlain as governor of the 
colony had been invested with full judicial 
authority, including the power of life and 
death, In September Pontgrave, who) had 
accompanied Champlain to Canada, returned 
to France, and the little band of Frenchmen 
were left alone in the wilderness, ‘lhe en- 
suing winter proved very futal, Of the 28 
who formed the colony only eight were: liv- 
ing in the spring, all the rest having died 
cither of scurvy or dysentery. Among the 
dead was the surgeon M. Bonnerme, and as 
half the survivors of the company were ail- 
ing Champlain had great difficulty in attend- 
ing to the sick. There is something shock- 
ing in the fatality which attended these 
eurly efforts to settle this continent, and 
colonists in modern times might learn a les- 
son of patience from what these early 
pioneers of our country suffered. Of the 
202 colonists who wintered with Champlain 
during his first four winters in America, 74 
or considerably more than one-third died; 
nor was the case of these Frenchmen at all 
exceptional, for one-half of the 101 pas- 
sengers which came over in the ‘‘Mayflower"’ 
to New England and died before spring. 
Surely there was something heroic im the 
men who persevered and laid the foundation 
of great states in the face of such disasters. 
n the spring of 1609 Pontgravo was again 
inthe St. Lawrence with men and supplies 
for the colony ; the aid was doubly welcome, 
for even the stout heart of Champlain was 
beginning to fail him, At this period and 
for the next hundred years the Canadian 
tribes, the Montagnais, the Hurons and 
Algonquins were in a state of constant war 
with the Iroquois, or Five Nations, dwelling 
in fortified villages within limits now em- 
braced by the State of New York. The 
Canadian Indians begged Champlain to aid 
them against the Iroquois, He consented, 
and accompinied by sixty allies ascended 
the river now known as the Richelieu, and 
gazed for the first time on the beautiful lake 
which bears his name, Here he met the 
Iroquois 200 strong and routed them, the 
appearance of Champlain and two of his 
men in armour with their arquebuses vomits | 
ing forth fire and smoke, and carrying 
death into théir sAVage ranks filling them 
with terror. The Algonquins anc 
French returned in trumph, but the policy 
of Chuinplain’s share in the enterprise RN 
well be doabead) secing that it led toa dead- 
ly feud betwoen the Iroquois and the French 
which was neyer healed as long us they 
ruled in Canada,

Preventing Coal Smoke, 


A London housekeeper writes: This 
nuissnce most destructive atall seasons will 
shortly be ingreased by the addition of 
several nillicor of fires daily during some 
months }_ Sol weather, The chances of 
smoke gpatement being carried out to any 
appreciative degree in domestic life are in 
deed email, until a plan in dovised which 
shall be practical, simple, and economical 
with existing grates. Sucha plan I have 
eflectually carried out in my house, The 
custcm of putting cold coal on the top of a 
hot fire vertically under it hurries the chemi- 
cal changes set up, which enables the heat- 
ed vapors rapidly ascending ‘he chimney to 
convey with them unconsumed carbona— 
i, ¢., s00t, which is the chief cause of the 
soot nuisance. A little time is required for 
complete combustion, Feeding from selow 
the fire is not practicable, except with 
grates specially constructed, which cost 
money. There is, however, a medium that 
is suitable and advantageous to both oom 
fort aud pocket, It is as follows, and I can 
not too strongly urge its adoption : With 
the shovel pueh the cinders from the cnds 
of the grate, heaping them toward its cen 
dlo, and leaving holes about three inches 
broad and au deep as possible, Into these 
holes drop either large or small coal ; never 
put coke into them, nor coal on the middie 
of the fire; but as cike gives no smoke it 
should be used in making up the middle of 
By this mode of firing the fresh 
coal comes into coutact laterally with hot 
embers, which gives facilities for its decom. 
position by allowing more suitable time for 
the chemical changes than doos the vertical 
system,

An official report upon the fuel used on 
Russian railways hay been prepared by 
Gen. Porsict, the minister .f ways and com. 
munications, Itappears from this report, 
which is concerned with the year 1881, on

Consul at Ssbastopol, hastakena great in

A number of the prin- 
cipe] monuments from tho cther cemeteries 
have been moved and placed cn Cathcart 
Hill, It wouli be impoetibls now to moue 
the bodies, bat the headstones if placed in 
this new cemetery, will be safe from dam- 
age, sni will be etill records of those who 
fell. Itisaheavy work to remove these 
headstones, and some have to be carried .a 
great distance; it is to be hoped that a grant 
of money will be made to have this done 
now once and for yll in @ proper menner, 
For much less inportanto jects mousy has 
been subscribed by the public, but if the 
Govercment did this part of the work, which 
is their duty, a monument should be cr ct- 
edon the spot to all who fell, and that 
might be done by public subscription. Daur- 
ing the siege Cathcart Hill was the con- 
manding pon’ every one went to for the 
purpose of seeing S. bistopol and to get a 
glimpse of the oprrations, Allknow it. It 
1 atill the spot where visitors go to see the 
ground of the great struggle, The piece of 
ground has beeu made over to the British 
Government, and a substantial and fitting 
monument on the historical ground would 
bea record of the past as wellas a mcnu- 
ment due to the memory ofthe brave who 
died, The Russians have done their duty 
in this respect to theirdead and we should 
mot bo behind them, In addition to the 
memorial chapel in the Russian cemetery, & 
very fne new memorial church has been 
built in the middle of Sebastopol over the 
Rraves of four A*m rals who were killed, or 
at cast died, in connection with the de- 
fense of the place, It was Admiral Lizoreff 
Who created Ssbastopol; the fortress and the 
Black Sa fl:et were produced under bim. 
He is one of the four Admirils buried in the 
new church, and so proud are the Ruvsiana 
of the defense of Sebastopol that after tho 
siege they erectod a monument—a statue on 
4 pedestol—to him in the midst of the ruins 
of the city he had founded. The statue is

What Turnod His Attontion to the Donaf 
and Dumb. 

Having occasion to visit acertain widow, 
the Abbo de I'Epee found ber on bis srrival 
absent from home, and only two yourg girls 
—her daughters—sisting in tho rocm and 
sewing. The sirls roceived the abbe ree pect 
fully, but in total silence, To sl! questions 
he addressed to them they made no answer, 
Upon tho arrival of the mother the good 
priest expressed his surprise at this extra- 
ordinary behavior of her daughters, Ah,” 
aodly answered the woman, ‘‘it is not their 
fault; they were both born deaf and dumb.” 
The abbo, filled with pity, asked if there 
wero no means of helping them, and the 
mother told him that a priest,the Father 
Vanin (who with the Abbe Deschamps, had 
made sme efforta on bebalf of the deaf and 
dumb), had for some time instructed them. 
bat since his death there was no one else to 
doit. This was the inducemet which caus- 
ed the Abbe de I’ peo to bogin his firat in- 
stitution for deaf mutes at Paris in 1760 
where he continued to work indefatigably 
until his death, which took place in 1789 
Hie momory is otill, and willever be, held 
in veneration, and in Paris an annual dinner 
is given to the deaf and dumbin that city on 
the anniversary of his birth. He was suc- 
coaded in hislabors by the Abbe Sioard, 
Bebion, and others, A writer in the Penny 
Cyc'opedia asys of dol'Eppee, 

“While the good abbe, with that frank’ 
zess which formed a beautiful feature in bis 
cbaracter, solicited the examisation and 
adgment of the learned upon his method, 

is rivals shrouded their prodeedings under a 
yeil of mystery, Thé abbe devoted his life 
and his fortune, except a bare supply for his 
own wants, to the service of the claas he had 
taken under his pretection. Pereira refared 
to disclose his method except for a large re- 
compense and Heinicke, in addition to re- 
ceiving payment from the rich, bad 4,000 
crowns annually ollowed him by the grand 
duke of Saxony. Both these persons made 
the art they professed an interested specu- 
lation; the Abbe de I'Epee only tolerated 
the rich, he was proud of being the instruc- 
for of the poor and ignorant,”

A Policeman's View of Burglary. 


A oorrespondent sends a contemporary an 
interesting account of the ideas of 3 police- 
man on the question at issue between them 
and the burglars. ‘We often have a laugh 
at what the papers ray about the burglars 
and the police,” said the constable, an in- 
tpector with twenty years’ experience. The 
public forgets that the house-breaker ‘knows 
his way about’ much better than the con- 
stable. It is the barglar’s profession to 
steal : it is ours tocatch him. His tread is 
light: our tread is heavy. On a frosty 
night—and ‘cracking’ goes on mostly in the 
winter—our tread can he heard three or 
four hun¢red yards off. The burglar listens 
—<mnaybe he laughs, if he’s an old hand— 
and sets to work when he knows the coast is 
clear, Bless you, he doesn’t want anyone to 
watch; he docs that himself, Yes, sir, give 
us revolvers ; give us 4 military drill in 
their use, and let us have boots with india- 
rabber soles, Laugh at that, Well, the 
burglar would not. None of your bard, 
heavy boots, weighing I don’t know how 
many pounds, but light ones, with thick 
india rubber bottoms, Then we could walk 
and listen. Now we make a noise—one,two 
three, four, on the pavement, like the tread 
of an elephant—while the burglar does his 
work, Then the odds would be in our 
favor, Instead of that it is now about twen- 
ty to one in favor of the ‘lag,’ and a crimi- 
nal with these odds does not mind riskinza 
little, 


What the Moon is Doing to the Earth. 


The tides are caused mainly by the moons 
as it were, catching hold of the watee as the 
earth revolves around on its axis, This 
must couse friction on the earth as itrevolves 
and friction, as every one knows, causes 
loss of power. Suppose a wheel with hair 
round its rim, like a circular brash such as |s 
used for hair-brushing by machinery; *f thie 
brueh be revolving rapidly, and we hold our 
hand ever so lightly on the hair, so that itis 
slightly rubbed backward az the wheel re- 
volves, we can understand that the speed of 
the wheal will be gradually diminished, vn- 
til at last it will be brought toa stand-still, 
provided there is no additional power com- 
municated to the wheel or machinery or hand 
beyond what was given to set it spinning 
round, Now this is somewhat analogous to 
what is happening to the earth in its rotation 
There is reason to supp2se that the action 
of the tides is slowly but surely lessening 
the speed of the earth’s rotation, and con- 
requently increasing the length of the day, 
and that this action will continue until the 
earth revolves on its own axis in the same 
time that the moon takes to revolve round 
theearth. Then the day, instead of being 
twenty four hours as now, will be about 
twenty-eight days, and the earth will be ex- 

wed to the full blaze of the sun for about 
ourteen days at atime, Tho change this 
will bring about on the face of the earth can 
hardly be exaggerated. All life, both ani- 
mal and vegetable, will bo destroyed ; all 
water will be evaporated ; the solid rovks 
will be soorohed and cracked, and the whole 
world reduced toa dreary ond barren wil 
derness, It is supposed by rome thatthe 
moon has already pasved through all this 
hence its shattered{and bare-looking surface, 
That the earth, being so mach larger, hav 
more quickly acted upon the ooesns which 
once were under the moon's surface, and 
stopped almost entirely its revolution, round 
its own axis, thus causing it to havea day 
equal to twenty-eight of our days, and the 
heat of the sun has already to it what in fu- 
ture ages it will do to the earth,

tures, including English cottons, is actually 
on the increase, while there isa marked 
crease in their own exports, Britajn still 
contiuues to find new markets, as returns 
show her exports of manufactured goods 
continually increase in quantity if not in ya- 
lue. One example will suffice in support of 
this contention. We have heard a great 
deal of late how the Sugar trade in Eng- 
jand was being crushed and ruined by un- 
fair competition. It is found, however 
that the exports of refined sugar from the 
United Kingdom rose from 896,243 cwts, in 
1879 to 1,155,738 7ewts. in 1883, and that too 
in the face of continentak bounties, which it 
feared by over stimulating production, in the 
case of Germany, at least, | will precipitate a 
grave financial crisis, British arms and en- 
terprise will, no doubt, soon open up new 
channelsfor trade.

Tue revort of the Bureau of Industries 
for November shows that the harvest of 
grain crops has been even more bountiful 
than appeared by the estimates of the Ist 
August, and form a gtatifying ccntrast to 
the tables of last year’s harvest. ‘Ine qua- 
lity of the grain, too, is generally excellent, 
being plump, hard aa heavy. Barley, 
however, was badly discoloured by the rain 
of. the harvest season, and the bulk of it 
does not rauk higher than second grade, 
Wheat is remarkable free from defects of 
any, kind. The grain is above the standard 
weight, and the average yield of the spring 
andfall varieties is 22.3 bushels per acre, or 
9.6-more than last year. The total yield of 
peas;is, 13,691,607 bushels. The quality is 
ofunyarying excellence, little or no dam- 
age having been done by the bug. Beans 
and.corn, which were in an unpromising 
condition at the end of July, made a sur- 
prisingly good recovery in August, and 
steadily improved to maturity. ‘The yield 
reaches an ayerage of23.8 and 74 bushels per 
acre respectively, Last year both crops 
were destroyed by the early frost. The 
root crop is generally an excellent one, es- 
pecially potatoes, mangolds and carrots. 
Raeaing suffered to some extent from the 
August drought, but they are of good qna- 
lity. Apples are plentiful and of good qua- 
lity., ‘Che area of fall wheat sown this year 
appears to be somewhat less than last year, 
but the land at seed time was in a much 
better state of tilth and the young wheat 
has made a vigorous growth.

theso pests lice but they are of the mite 
family ; sre uccturnal, like bed bugs, leay- 
ing the birds and taking to perches cr 

woodwork of any kind in day-time, 

The next thing is to seo that the fowls 
have o duat-bath to keep thoir bodies free 
from lice, as those breed and keep on the 
fowls. ‘Toe only way to keep or get rid of 
them, isto keopa acod bath of sand and 
ashes—wood ashes when they can be pro- 
cured—and tho birds are only too glad to 
do their part to cleanse themaclves, There 
are many kinds of lice on fowls, some liv- 
ing eutirely on the feathers ; others on the 
bodies ; some keep about the heads; others 
only appear when dirt accumulates about 
the bodies, When a fowl gets tick, these 

rasites goecumulate rapidly, principally 
Racariie the bird relaxes that activity which 
is necessary to keep itself clean, The duset- 
bath should be close to a low window, so 
that the sun will shine directly upoa it. A 
box surk till ite edges are level with the 
floor, will tempt the fowls Letter than one 
on the floor, as some fowls will not use it in 
that position. :

The chickens should 
ged their way, and learn to goin; if taken 
off the trees and carried in, they do not 
learn their way, and the operation has to 
be repeated a number of times before the 
birds ,will lesra to go in of their own ac- 
cord. 


The Dairyman’s Best Way for Enhan- 
cing Profits. 


Of the various ways through which it 1 

sible fer the average dairyman to en- 
ance his prifite, the most effectual is to re- 
duce the cost of producing his milk, This 
he can do in a variety of ways. One means 
of doing £0 lies in the improvement of hin 
milking stock. This is a certain but elow 

way, and must be the work of years, A 
more rapid way, and one that can be at once 
madé available, consists in reducing the 
cost of keeping his cows, This he may do 
in different ways: first, by securing greater 
warmth ond more comfort for his herd in 
winter, The heaviest itcm of expense 
which he incurs consists in the cost of win- 
tering his cows, and the more they are ex- 
posed to the cold, the heavier that item bo- 
comes, Animals eat more in winter than in 
summer, simply because more heat is ab- 
sorbed from their bodies by the colder air, 
just as a hot iron will cool faster on a cold 
day than ona warmone, As the animal 
heat must bo kept up toauniform stand- 
ard, the extra loss of warm:h must be re- 
storsd by taking’in more fuel io the form of 
food, and this increases the coat of keeping 
and the cost of producing the season's milk. 
Keep the cows waim, and they will eat no 
more in winter than in summer ; and they 
will require less and less extra food in win 

ter, just in proportion as they are made 
Warm and comfortable, and by just so much 
they will turn out milk ata reduced ex- 
pense. 

Ther’ is profitin keeping cows warm in 
winter, It costa mnch less to tone down 
the cold of our severe climate by providing 
warm buildings for the herd once in a life- 
time, than to farnish extra food year after 
year torestore heat needlessly lost by ex- 

sure io cold air, I do not knowof a 

airyman who could not do something in 
this direction toward reducing ~the coat of 
bis milk, and I believe it is possible for 
moet dairymen to redncs the cost of winter 
keep one-third I have seon this done by 
several men who thought they were treating 
their stock pretty well before they began 
making a special effort in this direction, 

There is but ono other source of needicss 
expente in the production of milk, which 
approximates in magnitude the waste of 
fodder frem exposure to cold; ani that ib, 
the lack of a full and steady supply of good 
milk-produciog food through the whole of 
tho mi'king s:ason, less than ten per cont.

Sheltors for Sheep. 


A writer in La Semaines des Construct 
curs, referred to by the American A ct 
as “the clover ‘architects of tho 
discusses the proper way of buildiog shel 
tors for sheep. The following brief sum 
of bis suggestions ix given by the Ar 


mary

Tho first criticism that he m 
the ordinary close sheds nsed for the pur pose, 
is that they are not safliiontly ventilated 
for the health of the sheep, Id Norway, it 
a said, oa wellas in Holisnd, which has 9 
much colder climate than France or Eng 
lind, sheep live cut of doors the year roand 
without inconvenience ; but where merino 
or other sheep of delicate constitution are 
kept, they should be provided with a cover 
to protect them from the heat of the sun in 
summer, and in winter from raia ond wet 
goow, which ecak their fleeces, and often 
chill them fatally, 

“The sheds for this purpose may with 
advantage be closed with a wall on the 
orth side, but left either entirely open, or 
shel ered with louvre boards, on the routh, 
If built thus, they can be kept ¢ry and 
wholesome throughout the year. The doors 
of such buildings, especially, should be very 
wide, and ought to open by nliding. 

“Sheep, in going in or coming out of their 
houses, crowd upon each other, all trying to 
get out at once; and in the crash the lambs 
are sometimes killed, while the sheep noar- 
est the sides of the doorway are pushed 
ajainst the timbers or stones, and often 
leave tufts of their wool on the sharp edges, 
or snffer bruises, To prevent this in part, 
the ‘architect of the beasts’ recommenda 
that the jambs should be provided with 
vertical rollers to prevent friction and fac- 
ilitate the movements of the sheep nearest 
the side, 

“With the same idea of preventing the 
crushing of the animals against the j:mbs, 
a platform, of the same width as the door, 
may be placed in on each side of it, slightly 
ascending to the threshold, which is raised. 
With these, the crowding in the opening 
cannot take place, as the sheep at the edges 
of the platform are pushed off betore they 
reach the door. 

"In allotting space for houriog a flock, it 
may be useful to remember that the shorter 
diameter of a sheep, or the space he occu- 
pies when eating, tide by side with others, 
1s about twenty inches, while the average 
length is about five feet, The sack gener- 
aliy used for feeding measures about nine- 
teen inches in width, to thas twenty inches 
by six feet seven inches, will be the sy ace 
required for each animal while standing and 
eating.”

Wintering Plants in Cellars. 

Many plants, such as agaves (centory 
plants,) oh anders, large cactuses, ete., that 
have grown too large to be accomodated in 
the eltting room or conservatcry, can be 
successfully wintered in any moderately dry, 
frost-proof cellar. After placing these large 
plants ia the cellur, it will not be necesssry 
to give them any water, the object being to 
keepthem dormant all winter, which can 
be cone by keeping the soil as dry as porsi- 
ble, but not so dry asto allow the plants 
to shrivel, or become withersd, Lirge 
plants of this kind mentioned, often form 
desirable ornaments during the summer 
time, 1t is impracticable, in most cases, to 
bring them into the house, jin winter, but 
they can be kept for years bv cellaring 
through the winter ax stated, Large gera- 
nium, salvia, and heliotrope roots, and even 
tea-roses, and carnations, can be kept mod- 
erately well in the cellar by trenching them 
in dry, or mederately moist sand, Thus 
many choice specimens of these plants that 
we are loth to pull upand throw away when 
winter approaches’ can be successfully kept 
over till next season, It is a needless ex- 
pense to purvtasze a stock of new plants for 
the garden every yesr, when wo cou winter 
mary of the old ones in this simple und in- 
pxpeusize manner, The leaves of all de- 
ciduons plants should ba removed before 
they are put away in this manner Tho 
foliage should remain on the olcanders and 
carnations through the winter,—[Amierican 
Agriculturist for October.

Boiling Mad-Pools in New Zealana. 

The Maoriv, with o faith born of long ex- 
perience, bring their sorely tried rheumatic 
friends from tar and near; and well are 
their pains rewarded, for many who have 
been crippled for years are here restored to 
comparative comfortand health, We saw 
one poor lad who literally livedin a mud- 
pool, just likeone of the African mudfishea, 
He was auffering trom anagonizing hip dis- 
ease, and his friends had carried him from 
afar to try this blessed remody, He oertain- 
ly obtained great relief from lying ia the 
muddy water for hours, but,in his weakly 
atate, he very naturally fainted on being re- 
moved, so his kindred thought the pest 
thing they conld do was to build a hu; over 
the pool, and keep him in it pecmanent- 
ly. ‘So there he bas been for months 
ae would probably remain there until he 
died. 

Some of the boiling mud-pools are horribly 
repulsive, They lie in great natural pits or 
craters,and as you stand on the brink watch- 
ing the surfaces of black boiling mad slowly 
upheave, with a dull gurglo, and then burst 
in the form of a monstrous bubble, you cin 
scarcely ropress a shuiderat the thought 
of how one tlip of the foocon that greasy 
soil might plunge you headlung into that 
horrible pool, thersin to be hopelesly en- 
golfed, The very silence with which it works 
issn element of hotror, contrastin, with the 
noiee and energy o! the clear bviling lakes, 
and the roar of the steam clouds as they es- 
cope from a thousand fissures in the rocks 
and from chasms all over the movntain- 
sides, 

There is, however, cne mad-lake in which 
interest predominates over horror, Itis an 
expanse of halt-liqnid gray mad, from the 
surface of which rise a multitude of small 
mud volcanoes—really miaiatures, not more 
than three or four feet in height, but eacn 
a perfect model cf an ideal conical ciater, 
like Vesuvins or any other volcano of grace 
ful outline, From each little summet come 
puffs of white steam, and then asmall erup 
tioa of boiling clay, which, trickling down 
the surface, gradually builds up the tiny 
mountain, 

The Maoris not only absorb this chemical 
mud externally, but they take large quanti- 
ties internally There are several places 
where a thick dark mud exudes from fissures 
in the rock, and this they have discovered 
to be edible, and eat large handsful with the 
greatest appreciation, Ono boiling mud- 
hole is known as the porridge pot in conse- 
quence of this peculiarity, and the natives 
who visit it swallow enough toeatisfy an or- 
dirary appetite. 

What with mad-pools and mad volcenoss, 
and ove large volceno of pare sulphur, and 
colum»s of stam ris ng on every side from 
the well-baked hills, and from the surface of 
the lake—what with many colored boiling 
pools, and the silvery whiteness of snowy 
terraces. Roto Mahana is,in truth, such a 
centre of morvels as seem to belong to some 
creationother than the stealy-going world 
on whose solid turface we live oar common- 
place lives. : 

The sulphur volcano rises from the brivk 
of the lake, very near tia so-called “Pink 
Terraces,” which, in point of fact, are dis- 
tinguished from the “White Terraces” by a 
most delicate tinge of pale salmon color, like 
reflected sunlight on enow. The sulphur 
volcano produces a most startling effect of 
coloring in contrast with the vivid blue of 
sky and Jake. It is entirely yellow—just 
the color ot a bright primrose—and the 
great column of steam axcending from it is 
primrose-hued,and all the waternearitis thus 
tinted, while the peaks far and near are coat- 
ed with a deposit of pare sulphur,—[Cornhill

NIAGARA FALLS, 


A Now Theory Tovaraing Ther Origin— 
Pro-Ginoigi Times 

s Dr Julius Pahlman, a local geologist of 

Niagara Falls; gives & corres pondent of 


the Buffalo Courier the following theory 
of how the present cataract came into ©x- 
istonce “In tracing the origin of this 
river,” ho said, “we must go away back 


into the pre-glacial times, when the bed of 
the groat lakes was occupied by a great 
river, and Tonawanda valley contained a 
lake 50 miles in length and 16 to 12 miles 
in width, with a possible maximum 
depth of 60 feet. The northern barrier of 
tho lake was of limestone formation. Be- 
ing about 50 fectlower than the southern 
one, the overflow of water was towards 
the Oatario valley. The outlet found its 
way into the present charinel of the Ni- 
agara river somewhere near the upper 
rapide of the river above the falls, From 
here the watera met no obstacle, and in 
their flow predetermined the river gorge 
between the falls and the whirlpool, and 
continued in a straight course north 
through the side of the whirlpool, and 
thence through the valloy of St. David's 
in Canada, and onward through the 7On- 
tario valley. a 
“Thaye made careful searches and find 
this track of the river from the whirlpool 
through Canady. By and by the Tona- 
wanda lake began to subside, and finally 
was reduced to a river, with a wide, low 
valley on each side, The course of the 
river in making its way out of the valley 
of the ancient lake changed. It flowed in- 
tothe channel of the present Niagara 
where the present Tonawanda river enters 
now. It curved around the southern 
margin of Grand Island —which formed a 
shallow part of the northern margin of 
the lake and had risen asa peninsula in 
the course of time—and then flowed 
north into the original channel of the out- 
let, thus determining the two branches of 
the present river. That branch of the 
Niagara river which separates the island 
from the mainland is of quite modern 
origin, as testified to by soundings. Well, 
the erosion across the thin bed of Niagara 
limestone naturally cut one orthe other 
parts of the outlet deeper than the rest, 
and confining the smaller channels gave 
birth to a number of larger and smaller 
islands, known at present as Goat, Bath, 
Luna, the Sisters, and so forth. 

“The branchesof the river joined again 
into one stream as they approached the 
heavy Niagara limestone at about the site 
of the new suspension or foot bridge, and 
rashed north for about three-quarters of a 
mile, where they fell over a precipice of 
about 100 feet, Goat island extended 
northerly in a triangular prolongation, 
with its apex somewhere abreast of the 
northern end of the present American 
fall. Below this fall of 100 feet, that I 
have just spoken of, the river descended 
in rapids over shale until it encountered 
the Clinton limestone near the railway 
suspension bridge, where it took another 
leap. From here a short rapid carried it 
to the entrance of the whirlpool, where 
another fall was caused by quartzose 

andstone of the Medinagroup. Thence 
there was a rapid current to Ontario 
basin. The volume of water then was 
exceedingly small as compare? with the 
estimated 20,000,000 cubic feet a minute 
of the present. | Now, at the time of the 
glacial periodthe moyement of the ice 
sheet was in a north-easterly direction. 

“The channel of tho great river which 
I remarked about in the beginning was 
excavated deeply, and the valley of the 
great lakes was formed. When the Arc- 
tic climate again changed into a temper- 
ate one, theice sheet retreated northward, 
and in its melting spread over the land all 
theground up material as well as the rocks 
which had been caughtup and carried un- 
der, and the valleys of St. David's, Tona- 
wanda, and others more or less complete- 
ly filled up with drift The channel of 
the old Tonawanda river from the whirl- 
pool was also included in the filling pro- 
cess. After longages the ice disappeared, 
and the bed it had occupied became the 
seat of achainof great lakes. At this 
time Lakes Erie and Ontario formed two 
large bodies of water, and were at the 
same, level, that is, their surfaces were 
even with Lewiston heights. The waters 
in the lakes began to subside, anda mud 
flat appeared between them, extending 
from Buffalo to Lewiston. An outlet 
from Lake Erie was formed through this 
flat, and we have the present Niagara 
river.”

The testator came unexpectedly into a very 
large o-tune, but he forgot all about his wall 
aud never made another, When he died the 
will made under such different circumstances 
held good, and his aged mother, sisters 
and near reiations were lett out in the cold, 

Of bequests to animals a few may be men 
tioned, Ia 1781 a peasant of Toulouse made 
bis horse his universal heir, Doctor Crictia- 
no, of Venice, !eft 6 000 florins for the main- 
tenance of his three dogs, with a condition 
that at their death tho eum ehoald be added 
to the University of Venice. A Mrs, Eliza- 
beth Hunter, in 1813, left $1,000 a year fur 
her parrot, and the Count uf Mirrndola be- 
queathed a consideraole legacy to a pet carp 
Lora Chesterfield lett a sum tor the suppor 
of his favorite cat, as els did one Frederick 
Harper, who settled $500 a year on his 
“young black cat,” the interest to be paid to 
his house keeper, Mrs. Hodges, as long as 
the cas should remain alive, Tae most sia- 
gular of these wills, however, was that of a 
Mr, Herkeley, of Knightsbridge, who died 
in 1805. He left $125 to fone of his dogs, 
Daring a joskney, through France and Italy 
this gentleman, being atticked by brigands, 
had been protected and saved by his dog; 
the four auimals he pensioned by his will 
were the dercendants of this faithful friend. 
Feeling his end near Mr, Berkeley desired 
that two arm chairs might be brought to his 
bedside and his four dogs seated on them, 
received their last careeses, which here 
turned with the best of his failing strength, 
and died in their paws, By an article in his 
will he ordered that the busts of his four 
dogs should be carved in stone and placed at 
the four corners of his tomb,—[Pniladelphia

tice that application will be made at the 
next session of the Dominion Parliament of 
da, fora charter for the construction of 
‘ lway from the town of Picton to a place 
at or in the vicinity of Peterson’s Point or 
and for the construction of a swing 
bridge at or in the vicinity of the 
ms point or ferry, or at some 
other convenient place across the waters of 
the Bay of Quinte, with a view of connect- 
ing with the Bay of Quinte Railroad. We 
presume the charter will be granted, and 
that the Dominion Government will also 
vive a bonus to aid any company that may 
be formed to construct the railway. We 
are still of the opinion that the Local Go- 
vernment, whic ni s never done very much 
for this Bay District, should either build ox 
give a large grant to erect the bridge, 
We take it for granted that Messrs, Hudson, 
Hart, Hawley and other members of the 
Local Legislature, without distinction of 
party, would use all their influence with the 
Government in this direction. Railway or 
no railway the bridge is a great necessity.
